Every time we detonate a test A-bomb 
in Nevada, some of our friends abroad react 
with such anguish as to suggest their nex t 
day ’s breakfast has been contaminated by 
the radioactive fall-out. 
Urgings are heard again and again that 
the tests be halted, and that this be a first 
step toward some sort of negotiated peace 
settlement with the Soviet Union. 
The elements in this argument need to 
be carefully sifted. 
First, scientists differ widely as to the 
effects on humans of the radioactive fall­ 
out from recent and current nuclear ex ­ 
periments. None argues that these inflict 
phy sical harm on the present generation of 
humans. The debate centers on w hat radio­ 
activity may have done or be doing to 
future generations through its possible ef­ 
fect on the body 's reproductive materials. 
Some say the present level and scale of 
tests is not serious. Others contend enough 
radioactive substance already is afloat in 
the atmosphere to do some human dam­ 
age in generations to come.

hold that the danger is not serious, else the 
tests would not go on. But certainly there 
is some doubt, and men could reasonably 
listen to the opposing arguments. 
Yet the urgings from many quarters do 
seem to recognize any reasonableness in 
those who doubt the danger.

testers assume all ex periment is a menace. 
They want no more of it. They wish there 
had never been any . They appear to re­ 
gard the ex perimental ex plosion of a nu­ 
clear device as a virtual act of war.

YOUNG MEN FOR PRESIDENT 
One of the y oungest men ever to run for 
president has been indorsed by the party in 
his state. This is the 44-y ear-old Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan, whom the 
recent Democratic convention backed “ for 
any office he may seek.” 
While ex -Gov. Harold E. Stassen of Min­ 
nesota was a strong contender for the 
Republican nomination in 19 48 , when only 
41, the only other candidates in Williams’ 
class have been Theodore Roosevelt and 
W illiam Jennings Bry an. TR became presi­ 
dent at 43 in 19 01,. through the assassina­ 
tion of President McKinley , and was named 
to succeed himself three y ears later. Bry an, 
however, is the real record-holder. 
The 
Democrats nominated him in 18 9 6, when 
he was 36; again when 40, and still again 
when 48 . As the Constitution forbids any ­ 
one to become president before the age of 
35, Bry an’s record may stand for long.

That Body of Yours

LIVING WITH HEART DISEASE 
It is only too true th at many of us are so afraid 
of h eart disease th at aqy little ch ange in th e 
sounds of th e h eart th row us into a panic. Wh en 
we consult our ph y sician and are told th at th ere 
is someth ing wrong with our h eart, we receive a 
great sh ock. We are not frigh tened wh en th e doc­ 
tor say s, "Your stomach or gall bladder is not 
quite righ t.” But wh en h e say s. "You h ave h eart 
disease,” fear clutch es at our h eart. We th ink at 
once, “How long will I live? How long can I go 
on earning my living? Will I h ave to be an in­ 
valid? Will I drop dead? 
Th e great trouble with all of us is th at we 
h ave inh erited th e idea th at h eart disease usually 
kills and often kills quickly . Actually , many forms 
of h eart disease are mild, with out sy mptoms, and 
do not prevent th e patient from living a long life. 
Many persons would be much less frigh tened if 
th ey knew h ow often th eir fast pulse, or th eir 
palpitation, or air h unger, or "th umping,” is due 
purely to nervousness or th e strain of a try ing 
day . It may h elp to remember th at th e h eart is a 
strong muscle, bigger and stranger th an it needs 
to be for our every day work, and h as a large 
reserve of power th at h elps people do strenuous 
th ings, such as play ing tennis. It is th is reserve 
of strength th at comes to a person’s h elp and 
commonly saves h is life wh en some part of h is 
h eart is injured or wh en h is blood pressure stay s 
up over 200. 
Some people are frigh tened wh en told th at 
th eir h eart is enlarged but th ey sh ould remember 
th at th is increase in size is an asset because wh en 
overworked, th e h eart muscle develops and gets 
larger and th is may enable it to carry on satis­ 
factorily for y ears, in spite of th e overload of 
pumping against h igh blood pressure or against a 
leaking valve.* 
Wh at sh ould th e person with h eart disease 
remember? Th e most important th ing is usually 
to learn to live with in h i§ limits of strength . 
He must not do any th ing th at will push h is h eart 
to th e breaking point. He must not run for a bus; 
h e must not h urry ; h e must not get angry and 
"blow h is top”; h e must not struggle to move 
h eavy furniture, ch ange a tire, or sh ovel snow. 
He sh ould not try to cross th e street in th e mid­ 
dle of a green ligh t as it may ch ange and force 
h im to rush to gain th e oth er side. He sh ould 
alway s try to start early for an appointment. 
Many a man h as h is first attack of coronary 
h eart disease wh ile h urry ing, late for an appoint­ 
ment. 
Th ere may h ave to be a ch ange in some of h is 
living h abits. To get away from stairs h e may 
h ave to move to a ono-story -h ouse or apartment 
or move out of a h ouse th at is on a h ill. He may 
h ave to give up h unting or play ing 18 h oles of 
golf on a h illy course. His own ph y sician, w’h o un­ 
derstands th e condition of h is h eart, will tell h im 
just wh at activities will be safe for h im, and th is 
advice sh ould be followed. Tomorrow we will 
speak about some furth er details, such as diet, 
rest, etc.

The real pro blem o f America’s wo rking mo thers is the co nstant 
temptatio n to justify absence fro m their children by belittling 
their v alue to the children. 
Few are aware o f it. In the male wo rld that abso rbs the wo rk­ 
ing mo ther, there’s time o nly fo r speed, pressure and co mpetitiv e­ 
ness. So she has no time to no tice her gro wing belief that what her 
earnings can purchase fo r her children is as satisfacto ry as her 
presence. She is to o rushed to realize ho w she’s learning to de-v alue 
herself. 
>y hat can be do ne abo ut it? 
Well, we’d hav e to begin by refusing to rate wo manly success by 
the mo ney it earns in the male wo rld. 
We’d hav e to realize that altho ugh it giv es us cash, it demands 
in return the v itality that belo ngs to Billy and Sue. 
We’d hav e to lo o k straight at what it can do feminine tenderness 
after eight ho urs’ labo r in it—and sto p insisting that the results 
are go o d eno ugh fo r Billy and Sue. 
Yes, as we dispense o ur damaged tenderness to them, we’d hav e 
to kno w it was damaged and be able to wish it were who le. We’d 
hav e to withdraw o ur pride in o ur masculine achiev ements that 
hav e ex hausted o ur po wer to deliv er feminine o nes. 
That, at least, wo uld be standing by o ur o wn sex v alues instead 
o f submitting to tho se o f the o ther sex . 
Men are go ing to hav e to help us. 
“ Bo th sex es must unite against the v alues that co nspire to de­ 
stro y the high prestige to which maternity is entitled,” writes phy - 
chiatrist Dr. Abram Kardiner in a brilliant new bo o k, “ Sex and 
Mo rality .” 
He adds: “ When wo men kno w that the mo ther-ho usewife is no t 
regarded as an unpro ductiv e drudge, we’ll hav e better ho mes. We’ll 
hav e mo thers who appreciate their po wer to dev elo p in children the 
so cial emo tio ns upo n which o ur surv iv al depends.” 
Dr. Kardiner go es o n to tell us what can happen to peo ple who 
subo rdinate maternal care to eco no mic fight. 
These peo ple liv e o n a certain Pacific island. Traditio n requires 
the mo thers to leav e ho me ev ery mo rning to wo rk in the fields. 
When their to ddlers run after them, cry ing,’ they are sent back to 
the girls and o ld wo men. The character o f these peo ple is greedy , 
suspicio us. Div o rce is co nstant. Their so ciety is falling apart. ’ 
They hav e been denied all ex perience o f maternal tenderness, 
and so they are incapable o f feeling lo y alty o f affectio n. 
I do no t present their plight to frighten us. I repo rt it to aro use 
mo thers to mo re pride in what they can do as wo men and less in 
what they can do as men.

The Real Problem of Working 
Mothers: Self-Devaluation 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


Tho real problem of America’s working mothers is the constant 
temptation to justify absence from their children by belittling 
their value to the children. 
Few are aware of it. In the male world that absorbs the work­ 
ing mother, there’s time only for speed, pressure and competitive­ 
ness. So she has no time to notice her growing belief that what her 
earnings can purchase for her children is as satisfactory as her 
presence. She is too rushed to realize how she’s learning to de-value 
herself. 
\Vhat can be done about it? 
Well, we’d have to begin by refusing to rate womanly success by 
the money it earns in the male world. 
We’d have to realize that although it gives us cash, it demands 
in return the vitality that belongs to Billy and Sue. 
We’d have to look straight at what it can do feminine tenderness 
after eight hours’ labor in it—and stop insisting that the results 
are good enough for Billy and Sue. 
Yes. as we dispense our damaged tenderness to them, we’d have 
to know it was damaged and be able to w-ish it w’ere whole. We’d 
have to withdraw our pride in our masculine achievements that 
have exhausted our power to deliver feminine ones. 
That, at least, would be standing by our own sex values instead 
of submitting to those of the other sex. 
Men are going to have to help us. 
“Both sexes must unite against the values that conspire to de­ 
stroy the high prestige to which maternity is entitled,” writes psy­ 
chiatrist Dr. Abram Kardiner in a brilliant new book. “Sex and 
Morality.” 
He adds: “When women know that the mother-housewife is not 
regarded as an unproductive drudge, we’ll have better homes. We’ll 
have mothers who appreciate their power to develop in children the 
social emotions upon w'hich our survival depends.” 
Dr. Kardiner goes on to tell us what can happen to people who 
subordinate maternal care to economic fight. 
These people live on a certain Pacific island. Tradition requires 
th*- mothers to leave home every’ morning to w’ork in the fields. 
When their toddlers run after them, crying, they are sent back to 
the girls and old women. The character of these people is greedy, 
suspicious. Divorce is constant. Their society is falling apart. 
They have been denied all experience of maternal tenderness, 
and so they are incapable of feeling loyalty of affection. 
I do not present their plight to frighten us. I report it to arouse 
mothers to more pride in what they can do as women and less in 
what they can do as men.

The 34-vear-old socially promi­ 
nent physician was arrested at 
the home of his mother, Mrs. J.

He waived ex­ 
tradition and was tu rned over

From the time he was arrested 
u ntil he was placed u nder gu ard 
in a McAlester hospital early to­ 
day Dr.

maintained his innocence of any 
crime.
